Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Every Man's Fetish Number 2 

is Not Approved. 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The video slick is not approved on account of images on the slick depicting females presented as 
young persons. By the manner of these presentations the reader is encouraged to make a 
connection between the sexual characteristics of young persons and adult sexual activity. They 
strongly imply that young persons are legitimate partners for adults in sexual activity. By such 
presentations the publication tends to promote and support the exploitation of young persons for 
sexual purposes. 

The criteria applied by the Classification Office resulting in the limit on the availability of this 
publication are prescribed by law. For the reasons given above, this publication would tend to 
promote and support an activity listed in s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification 
Act 1993, thus deeming the publication objectionable. A classification of "objectionable" places a 
limit on the right to the freedom of expression as set out in s14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights 
Act 1990. However, in relation to this publication, the classification is considered to be a 
reasonable limit prescribed by law that can be demonstrably justified in a free and democratic 
society.
